vation, after senators voted, 56 to 
24, under their preference for the 
substitute over the original Lodge 
reservation. 

Numerous substitute reservations 
were rejected, including that of the 
bipartisan conference committee 
and that suggested by William How-

ard Taft. The weakest affirmative 
vote came on the Frelinghuysen res- 
ervation expressing a flat repudia- 
tion of any obligation on the part 
of the United States to preserve the 
territorial integrity or political in- 

dependence of other nations. 
Although the votes showed a ma- 
jority of democratic senators stand- 
ing with the president, the irrec- 
oncilable opponents of the treaty 
were a little worried over reports 
that many of the democrats were 
planning to abandon Mr. Wilson at 
the last moment and vote to ratify

TEXAS AT GRIPS 
WITH OKLAHOMA 


Bitter Dispute Over Oil 


Lands on Border and | 


Texas Sends Armed. 
Force to Hold Territory. 


Austin, Tex., March 15.—Informa- 
tion as to the movement of Texas 
forces into the Red river oil section 
in dispute between this state and 
Oklahoma, was refused tonight by 
Adjutant General W. D. Cope, who 
said he regarded ignorance on the 
‘art of Oklahoma contenders as 
advantage for Texas. 


The attorney general’s depart- 
ment also declined to divulge any 
of its plans to combat the ruling of 
the federal district court at Enid, 
Okla., in favor of Oklahoma Claim- 
ants, and W. .A. Keeling, assistant 
attorney general, who left for 
Washington tonight, refused to 
state the purpose of his trip. 

The governor, in a statement is- 
sued today, announced that a “suf- 
ficent force had been ordered to 
hold the territory and surrender 
none of it except upon the decree 
of the only court having jurisdic- 
tion over the boundary lines of 
states, and that is the supreme 
court of the United States.”’ 

Calis Decision Void. 


The attorney general, he said, 
had advised him that the decision 
of the federal court at Enid “is 
void and without justification in 
law.” 

“The territorial integrity of Tex- 
as,” the statement said, ‘“‘will be 
maintained and this state will not 
surrender territory over which it 
has exercised sovereignty, and o:

questioned possession for eighty- 
four years, except upon a decision 
of the United States supreme court, 
and the case is now pending in thai 
court.

NEW GOVERNMEN 
SOTEM FOR CITY 
SIRONGLY URGED 


Atlanta’s Present Situa- 
tion Resembles That of 
Full-Grown Man Trying 
to Wear Boy’s Clothing, 
Says Edgar Watkins. 


CITY MANAGER PLAN 
ALSO FINDS FRIENDS 


Speakers Claim Too Much 
Money Is Spent in Coun- 
ty and Too Little in At- 
lanta’s' Limits at Cham- 
ber Group Meeting. 


Rehabilitation of Atlanta’s Sys- 
tem of government and a closer g- 
ordination of city and county af- 
fairs to insure the completion and 
arrangement of needed projects 
were the principal featufes of the 
discussion heard at the first of the 
group meetings of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce on Monday 
afternoon. 

The suggestion that Atlanta 
needs a new system of government, 
in grder to find the means of 
bringing about the needed improve- 
ments in street paving and other 
factors thought to be essential to 
her development, was broached by 
Edgar Watkins, prominent Atlanta 
attorney. 

“f{t is not the individuais who 
compose our municipal government 
that I criticise,” said Mr. Watkins. 
“They serve to the best of their 
system 
which exists. The situation of the 
Present Atlanta government is that 
of a fullgrown, six-foot mam who 
attempts to look well and dignified 
in a suit of clothes made for him 
when he was a boy of ten. 

No Changes Made. 

“Atlanta’s system of government 
is practically the same as it was 
in 1876. Changes have not been 
made to comport with the growth 
of the city, and we can not grow 
methodically and successfully. until 
the necessary changes are made.” 

Mr. Watkins advocated for At- 
lanta the commission form of gov- 
ernment, and pointed to the success 
it had attained in other cities’ of 
the United States. Mr. Watkins 
Said that there was no sizable city 
in the United States which had 
adopted the form of government 
which had later gone back to its 
former system. 

J. C. Slicer, in following up thé 
topic of Atlanta’s need for good 
Streets, spoke of the way in which 
the county funds were disbursed, 
saying that although Atlanta peo- 
ple paid a tremendously large part 
of the county funds, the county 
concentrated its attention on the 
roads outside of Atlanta’s corporate 
limits, rather than giving close at- 
tention to the condition of the 
Streets within the city, which served 
people paying a larger part-of the, 
county taxation than the residents 
of the sections served by the coun- 
ty system of roads without the 
city limits. 

Mr. Slicer said that the system 
under which the county operated 
had also built roads in sections of 
Atlanta, on both the north and 
south sides, which it really should 
not have built. 

Ex-Governor John M. Slaton de- 
clared that there existed another 
unfairness to the city of Atlanta 
and Fulton county in the manner 
of disbursement which was in vogue 
with the state’s money for good 
roads. The money paid in for li- 
cense tags throughout Georgia, he 
said, was distributed for the main- 
tenance and construction of high- 
ways on a basis of mileage and 
area, not according to the amount 
paid by the vzrious counties, or the 
amount of traffic. 

Pays Enormous Amount. 

“This fact,” said the ex-governor, 
“finds Fulton county paying into 
the coffers of the state an enorm- 
ous amount for automobile licenses. 
She has also more traffic on one 
of Atlanta’s streets in one day 
than some county roads _ in the 
state have in a year. Despite this. 
the county which gives but little 
to the license funds, and has less 
traffic, procures as much for her 
share as Fulton does for hers. 


“T am not familiar with present 
figures,” said the governor, “but in 
the year 1916 Fulton county paid 
something like $31,000 to the state 
treasury on auto licenses, and re- 
ceived from the fund the sum of 
$383 for road building.”

John Henry Harden, Cherokee 
county moonshiner, whose opera- 
tions have worried federal officers 
for years, is being held in jail, un- 
able to make a $3,000 bond, follow- 
ing his arrest Monday afternoon, 
charged with attempting to bribe 
a nofficial of the United States gov- 
ernment. ‘ 

According to the government Har- 
den proposed that Officer Dixon 
should do all in his power to prevent 
raids on a “moonshine trust,” in 
Crerakee county, and should keep 
them informed, through Harden, of 
the activities of other officers in 
that county. 

Harden was bound over to the 
April term of the federal grand jury 
after United States Commissioner

W, Colquitt Carter had heard testi- 
mony of federal prohibition agents 
to the effect that Monday afternoon, 
shertly after 2:30 o’clock. Harden 
had paid Federal Prohibition Agent 
E. E. Dixon $500 in cask,:and prom- 
ised him an additional sum ‘6f $500 
each month, in return for protection 
to be given him in his unlawful dis- 
tilling and whisky smuggling. 
Neatly Planned Trap. 


The trap was planned by D. J. 
Gantt, supervising federal prohibi- 
tion officer for the gulf district, 
after he had been informed by Agent 
Dixon that Harden had approached 
him and sought to “buy” him. Upon 
being informed of Harden's offers 
to Dixon, Gannt had conferred with 
officials in the office of the district 
attorney. and he’had been advised 
to trap Harden. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock Dixon was 
approached by Harden, who stated 
that he was ready to talk business, 
Agent Dixon asked him to call at 
20oom No. 242, Wilmot hotel. later, 
in order that they might have a 
private conversation. 

Agent Dixon then communicated 
with Mr. Gantt’s office in the fed- 
eral building, and . T. Harde- 
man, assistant supervisor to Mr. 
yantt, and Federal Prohibition 
Agent T. B. Harris were detailed to 
secure a dictaphone to Place in the 
hotel room, The dictaphone was 
put in the room, hidden under an 
overcoat, and a chair was placed 
near it. 

Federal Prohibition Agents Scott 
Jackson, R. W. Jackson and T. B. 
Harris stationed themselves in a 
room on the same floor, where the 
receiving apparatus of the dicta- 
phone was installed. The arrange- 
ments of the room were such that 
Agent Harris could stand at the 
window and look across an opening 
into room No. 242. The other of- 
ficers prepared themselves to listen 
to the conversation by means of the 
dictaphone.. 

Promised $500 a Month. 

According to the testimony of the 
officers at the preliminary hearing, 
Harden and Agent Dixon began a 
conversation as soon as they entered 
the room. The conversation, it is 
said, was to the effect that in return 
for $500 per month. Agent Dixon was 
to refrain from conducting raids on 
a syndicate of moonshine stills in 
Cherokee county, and was to keep 
Harden and the numerous operators 
with whom he expected to become 
affiliated, posted constantly of the 


in the county. 

While the conversation was in 
progress. Agent Harris was keep- 
ing vigilance at the window. Ac- 
cording to his statement, he ob- 
served Harden pass to Agent 
Dixon twenty-five twenty-dollar 
bills, which Dixon pocketed. After 
some conversation in regard to an- 
other meeting between the two in 
the near future, the two left the 
room. As they rounded the corri- 
dor, the three officers, with Mr. 
Hardman, presented themselves and 
Harden was taken into custory. 
Agent Dixon turned the money over 
to Mr. Hardeman. 

Harden has previously served an 
eighteen months’ sentence in the 
federal penitentiary for distilling. 
He was indicted at the last term 
of the federal grand jury on charges 
of distilling and removing and con- 
cealing whisky. The indictment 


grew out of evidence gathered by 
Gantt’s raiding crews, which 
connected Harden with the opera- 
tion of the huge steam still recently 
destroyed by a raiding crew about [£5 
miles west of Canton. Various 
amounts of liquor were also found 
recently on his premises, and sev- 
eral teams and wagons and various 
amounts of sugar and other distill- 
ing ingredients were recently cap- 
tured and later claimed by him.

OF THE AMERICAN.NAVY 


Sims Alleges Daniels 
Used Code That Was 
Easily Decipherable. 
Many Protests Made to 
Daniels Before There| 
Were Reforms. 


Washington, March 15.—A hith- 
erto unpublished story ‘of war-time 
anxiety in London and Washington 
lest German battle cruisers attempt 
a forlorn hope raid against Amer- 
ican transports was disclosed today 
to the senate naval investigating 
committee by Admiral Sims. Mes- 
sages exchanged by Admiral Benson, 
chief of operations, and Admiral 
Sims, in July, 1918, were presented 
by the latter to correct “implica- 
tions,” which, he said, Secretary 
Daniels had made to the committée 
that “general plans and policies 
were none of my business.” 

Included in plans formed by the 
navy department to meet such raids 
and rejected by Admiral Sims as 
“impracticable” was a proposal to 
call on Japan for a battle cruiser 
division to serve with the American 
Atlantic fleét. 

In Als first statement to the com- 
mittee, when the present investiga- 
tion began, Admiral Sims said the 
complaints he had to make against 
the navy department were confined 
largely to the first six or eight 
months of the war. When he en- 
tered today upon his discussioh of 
events that occurred in the summer 
of 1918 he said he did so because 
Mr. Daniels, in a statement to the 
committee, had implied that Ad- 
miral Sims’ post in, London was 
“purely a local one.” 

Statement Not Accurate. 

“The statement was inaccurate,” 
Admiral Sims said. 

In the spring of 1918, he said, 
when the submarine menace had 
been overcome, naval officials in 
London became apprehensive that 
the Germans might, as a last ven- 
ture, send out battle cruisers in the 
hope of destroying an American con- 
voy. That this apprehension was 
felt also at the navy department, he 
said, was demonstrated by the fol- 
lowing ‘cablegram from Admiral Ben- 
son: 

“As last hope German battle cruis- 
ers may be sent out. to completely 
dese@toy one of our large troop’ con- 
voys. We depend upon you to gain 
and give information on this point 
and grand fleet to take necessary 
action until United States could act.” 

In reply, Admiral Sims said he 
cabled that everything possible 
would be done to intercept raiding 
German cruisers, but that there 
could not be any guarantees that en- 
emy battle cruisers would not reach 
the open Atlantic undetected. He 
advised guarding United States troop 
convoys with battleships. 

Despite this, he said the navy de- 
partment on July 30 outlined a plan 
of its own to meet such raids, pred- 
icated, he added, on the “false 
premise” that advance warning 
would be given. The plan contem- 
plated placing one division of 
American ‘battleships at Queens- 
town, Ireland, to cover the eastern 
Atlantic, another to be held at home 
in readiness to cover the western 
Atlantjc, and a division of Japanese 
battle cruisers to be stationed with 
the Atlantic fleet to pursue and 
sink raiders.

Germany al- 
ready has felt its sinister effect. for 
the strike in Berlin and many of 
the other principa) cities of the 
country immediately cut off sup- 
plies, means of transportation, light 
and heat. 

It was President Ebert and his 
ministers who called upon the so- 


cialists, the workmen and all the 
People to declare a genera! strike, 
and there was an instant and effect- 
ive response to this cal). 

Labor fiercely resisted the usurpa- 
tion of the reactionary government. 
Vast numbers of men left their 


work, and serious disorders oc-. 
curred in yarious parts of the etn] 
try. 
Chancellor Kapp and his support-! 
ers announced that they would deal’ 
harshly with strikes or passive re- 
sistance to the existing order in 
Berlin. One of the leaders of the 
counter revolution, voicing the 
sentiment of the others, said: “We 
won't knuckle down to the social-| 
ists and workmen, who think they | 
can run the country.” 
Notwithstanding the govern- 
ment’s threat of drastic measures, 
it has been evident that neither 
Dr. Kapp nor Maior General von 
Luettwitz wags willing to put their 
warnings to the test. Bloodshed 
would then have been inevitable, 
plunging the country possibly into a 
state of anarchy and giving the 
communists the opportunity they 
had long awaited to foist the so- 


viet doctrines upon Germany. 
Hope for Agreement. 

The situation for a time was 
fraught with alarm possibilities, 
particularly if the strike should ex- 
tend to the railroads. The imme- 
diate consequence of this would 


have been the speedy starvation of 
Berlin. The most liberal estimates 
placed Berlin’s food supply at less 
than eight days. 

This state of affairs was recog- 
nized in all its seriousness also by 
the Ebert government. Therefore, 
hope is entertained here that an 
agreement will be reached by the 
two contending governments” and 
that the streets of Berlin will soon 
be cleared of wire entanglements, 
machine guns and armed troops. 

Although this counter revolution 
has thus far been the most orderly 
of any in the history of a great 
country, it has not passed without 
the clashing of arms and blood- 
shed. In various cities fighting has 
occurred, participated in both by 
mobs and troops, and today several 
persons were killed and _ others 
wounded in disorders in the suburbs 
of Berlin, when rifles and machine 
Suns were turned upon the crowds. 

Hand grenades also were explod- 
ed in front of the headquarters of 
General von Luettwitz, the reac- 
tionary minister of defense, but did 
no great damage, indicating merely 
the spirit of opposition. 

Much interest should attach to 
the meeting of the national = as- 
sembly, which has been called for 
Tuesday at Stuttgart. The action 
of the assembly, if the meeting is 
-held,, should have a potent effect 
in clearing up the grave. situation 
which has arisen in the past few 
/days. 

Meanwhile, it is reHably learned 
‘that the under secretaries of all 
-the ministers unanimously refused 
this morning to take orders from 
the new government, but announced 
that they would remain at their 
posts and continue to conduct the 
business of the country, according 
to the program of the old govern-

Hayden had cited the Herrick cam- 
paign in Ohio as “against the spirit 
of the times,” Newberry said he did 
not wish to make a “barrel cam- 
peign.’ 

“Yet, within three months or less,” 
said Mr. Eichhorn, “Paul King wrote 
to Newberry that he was going to 
Cleveland to see the man who man- 
aged the Herrick campaign and 
hoped to get a few pointers from 
him, and there was not a line that 
Newberry disapproved this act by 
his campaign manager.’ 

Warning for Politicians. 

“If your message in this case is a 
verdict of guilty,” he told the ju- 
rors in conciusion, “then you write 
to the entire country.

It 
proposes tnat the application of false 
trade descriptions to any goods, 
wares, merchandise, or things shall 
be a misdemeanor, for which a fine 
not to exceed $1,000, or a jail sen- 
tence for not more than two years, 
shall be imposed for the first of- 
fense, and a minimum fine of $1,000 
and sentence of one year for the 
second offense. 
“The purpose of this act 
prohibiting the manufacture, sale or 
transportation in interstate 
merce of misbranded or misrepre- 
sented articles and to regulate the 
traffic therein,” Mr. Rogers says. 
The bill applies to persons who 
sell, “expose for sale,” or have in 
their possession misbranded and 
misrepresented goods for sale. It 
also applies to those who engage in 
the importation of such _ articles 
from other states or from foreign 
countries. It specifies that articles 
shall be considered misbranded or 
in the following 
First, if it be an imitation 
of, and offered for sale under the 
name of another article or with a 


name or brand so nearly like it as | 


to deceive purchasers as to its ori- 
gin or character. 
“Second, if the contents of the 


package, as originally put up, shall | 


have been removed in whole or in

Hiram Johnson and 
Leonard Wood are the only other 
candidates who have entered Per- 
shing’s home state. : 

At the time of filing the peti- 
tion, Mark W. Woods, chairman of 
the Pershing organization, gave out 
a statement in which he said: “Gen- 
eral Pershing will accept the nomi- 
nation if he is the choice of the 
people. He has, however, refused to 
personally seek this honor.

New "York, March 15.—The cus- 
toms house today was turned into 
a temple of higher mathematics as 
millionaire and day laborer with 
brows equally wrinkled sought to’ 
compute their federal income taxes 
in the final hour of grace. 

All day long great lines of men 
and women fought for a chance to 
pay their tithes to Uncle Sam, and 
when the midnight hour struck Wil- 
liam H. Edwards, collector of in- 
ternal revenue for Manhattan, the 
financial heart of the nation, esti- 
mated that more than 400,000 re- 
turns had been made. 


All ees lined up for 
the yearly acc ing. Multi-mil- 
lionaires, ordinary millionaires, 
opera stars, bankers, bakers and the 
man who figures his tax in cents, 
all were there. John D. Rockefel- 
ler’s secretary was followed by an 
old woman inga shawl. 

Incidentally this old woman pre- 
sented a problem for government 
clerks. They had bucked foreign 
languages and won, but here was 
the case of a deaf mute. However, 
from the collector’s staff of “lin- 
guists’” was found a clerk who once 
had taught a deaf and dumb insti- 
tution, and by means of signs he 
was able to assist the woman in 
figuring her ‘return. 

A golden stream poured in to- 
day from corporations which had 
availed themselves of the last mo- 
ment allowed them.

ALL PROMI PHASES 
‘MUST RUN GAUNTLE 


Washington, March 15.—All 
phases of the prohibition question 
will be heard by the supreme court 
before handing down its decision 
upon the validity of the prohibition 
amendment and the Volstead = en- 
forcement act. 

Having heard arguments in the 
Rhode Island, Kentucky and Massa- 
chusetts cases, the court today 
granted the state of New Jersey 
permission to institute original 
proceedings to test the amendment. 
It also fixed March 29 for hearing 
arguments in the New Jersey pro- 
ceedings, on appeals by Christian 
Feigenspan, a Newark, N. J., brew- 
er, and on government appeals in 
injunction proceedings against the 
Manitowoc Products company, a 
Wisconsin concern. 

The two appeal cases apply prin- 
cipally to’the validity of the pro- 
hibition amendment in so far as it 
relates to the manufacture of beer 
alleged to be non-intoxicating. The 
government won the former, but 
lost the latter case in the lower 
courts. 

The court also took under advise- 
ment motions asking that argu- 
ments be heard on appeals involv- 
ing interpretations of the amend- 
ment and the Volstead act docketed 
today from New York and “San 
Francisco. The former appeal re-. 
sulted from the denial of injunc- 
tions to prevent federal agents 
from seizing intoxicating liquors 
designed for private consumption, 
but held in storage. 

In view of the multiplicity of re- 
quests for hearings, the court post- 
poned a two weeks’ recess planned 
to begin March 29. 

Soliictor General King announced 
tonight that in the New Jersey suit 
he would file the same motion as 
presented in the Rhode Island case. 
This motion eontended that the 
questions at issue were not justicia- 
ble and that the court lacked juris- 
diction to hear the suit.

the department. 

The president had not designated 
an acting secretary today and it 
was said at the department that 
passports were not being issued as 


there was no one to sign them. Pass- 


ports recently have been issued at 
the rate of from 600 to 800 a day, 
mostly to persons going to Europe, 
Cuba and South America. 

Administration officials, it was 
learned officially, hold that the 
Overman act does not apply in the 
present situation. It was indicated 
that there would be no designation 
of a head of the department pend- 
ing senate action on Mr.- Colby’s 
nomination. 

Meantime the issuing of passports 
will be held up, it was said.

There were a few deviations from 
the above vote in that by which 
the Lodge substitute *was adopted 
in preference to the original Lodge 
reservation, but they indicated noth- 
ing more than a preference or dis- 
like for the substitute as compared 
with the original reservation. 

Senator Furnifold M. Simmons, of 


North Carolina, fought for adoption | 


of a compromise stating that the 
United Etates would use its friendly 
offices to preserve the peace of the 
world under Article X. He declared 
forty democrats would vote to rati- 
fy the treaty on basis of that res- 
ervation if the republicans would 
aid ih its adoption. The Simmons 
reservation was rejected 27 to 61, 
the senator falling far short of the 
forty democratic votes he claimed. 

The Frelinghuysen reservation re- 
pudiating, in frank and _ concise 
words, any obligation under Article 
X., was repected 17 to 59. The bit- 
ter-enders supported it. Senators 
Frelinghuysen, Wadsworth and 
Sutherland joined them. 

Mr. Kirby offered the Taft and 
bipartisan conference committee 
reservations. The Taft proposal, 
leaving a moral obligation under 
Article X., was rejected 30 to 46. 
The bipartisan conference reserva- 
tion prohibiting the use of the army 
and navy and the economic boycott 
without action by congress, was 
swept into the discard 31 to 45. 
Several proposals by Mr. Kine were 
rejected, one without the formality 
of a roll call. 

Efforts by Mr. Reed and .Mr. 
Shields tO so amend the Simmons 
proposal as to make it more drastic 
failed by overwhelming votes. Mr. 
Walsh, of Montana, sought to elim- 
inate from the Lodge substitute the 
prohibition against American diplo- 
matic interference in controversies 
under Article X. inserted by* Mr. 
Lodge at the requést of the irrecon- 
Cilables. The effort failed 35 to 45, 
almost a strict party vote. Mr. 
Walsh then dug into the past and 
offered the Knox proposal of last 
winter for an international confer- 
ence, but that was voted down upon 
the insistence by Mr. Knox that it 
was proposed as a substitute for a 
league of nations. 


End to Come This Week. 


The vote on Article X. completed 
the senate’s reconsideration of the 
fourteen reservations adopted in 
November, but several new pro- 
posals remain to be disposed of be- 
fore the vote on ratification § is 
reached. Most of the leaders 
thought tonight, however, that the 
end certainly would come this week. 

With the decisive Article X. res- 
ervation now in definite form, sen- 
ators agreed that virtually the only 


hope of ratification lay in the pos- | 


sibility of a serious break in the 
democratic support of the presi- 
dent. Instead of breaking, how- 
ever, the administration lines tight- 
ened today’s debate as Senator 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, the demo- 
cratic leader, passed the word that 
he had definitely confirmed his be- 
lief that Mr. Wilson would not take 
the new reservation. 

Senator Hitchcock did not reveal 
details of his communications with 
the white house, but colleagues had 
been told the president found the 
Article X. substitute quite as ob- 
jectionable as the original reserva- 
tion. 

The president’s stand and the ad- 
amant cohesion of the republican 
majority combined to bolster up the 
position of the administration lead- 
ers in the senate, and the fourteen 
democrats who supported the reser- 
vation on the roll call represented 
less than half the democratic 
strength which had been promised 
for the republican substitute as 
originally drafted. Senator Sim- 
mons, of North Carolina, who had 
been in charge of the compromise 
negotiations for the democrats, 


| himself voted against the reserva- 


tion after a draft of his own, pro- 


| viding that the United States should 


be bound only to exercise its friend- 
ly offices in protecting other na- 
tions, had been rejected 51 to 27. 

Among other substitutes offered 
from the democratic side was that 
written by former President Taft, 
but it failed to get a single repub- 
lican vote and was beaten 46 to 30. 
The draft framed in the recent bi- 
partisan conferences also was pre- 
sented by the democrats and voted 
down, 45 to $l. 

From the republican side, Senator 
Frelinghuysen’s substitute flatly 
denying any obligation under Arti- 
cle X., went down 59 to 17, leaders 
of both parties standing against it. 

An effort will be made tomorrow 
to set a time for the vote on rati- 
fication, but the prospect of an 
agreement was uncertain’ tonight. 
Several are absent and other reser- 
vations to be offered may prolong 
debate. ° 

Just before adjournment, Senator 
Owen’s proposal that the British 
protectorate over Egypt mentioned 
in the treaty was to be regarded as 
‘merely a measure to preserve the 
integrity and independence of 
Egypt during the war,” was taken 


up.

304 this year, against 84,02 last 


year. 

The Mobile district, not inciuding 
Gulfport, exported 136,875 feet, 
compared to 758,235 the year before; 
the Florida district, exclusive of 
Pensacola, 124,985, against 104,389; 
Gulfport, 88,667, against 36,952; 
Sabine district, 64,028, against 39,- 
400; Pensacola, 61,908, against 41- 
248; Maryland ‘district, 35,194, 
against 21,696; Virginia district, 34,- 
187, against 8,056; Georgia district, 
25,351, against 10,905. The Galves- 
ton district showed the only de- 
crease, the exports for 1919 being 
but 47,568, while in 1918 they were 
61,927. 

The rank ef 
exports was somewhat changed 
from 1918. New Orleans was-tfirst 
both years, and Mobile second, while 
the Sabine district stood unchanged 
at fourth place. Gulport, however, 
climbed from fifth place to third, 
while Pensacola dropped from third 
to fifth. In 1918, however, Galves- 
ton, ordinarily a minor port com- 
paratively in the matter of lum- 
ber, led Gulfport, Pensacola and 
Sabine, but in 1919 dropped to the 
bottom of the list of gulf ports. 

It was pointed out that the heav- 
ier portion of the movement  oc- 
eurred during the latter half of 1919, 
except fora slight falling off in the 
Georgia district.

Doctor Discusses the 
“High Cost of Charity”

Editor Constitution: Your recent 
editorial on the “High Cost of Char- 
ity” was indeed a timely one. It di- 


rects our attention to a problem 
that certainly calls for study and 
careful consideration from all so- 
cial organizations, charitable insti- 
tutions, clubs, societies, ete. 


Before vigorously assailing any 
Organization of this type, certain 
phases of their work should com- 


mand the attention of every inter- 
ested individual. The money con- 
tributed by society to charity should 
not be used primarily for mere in- 
Stant relief but for the study of the 
causes of charity in each individual 
case that presents itself. Then, if 
possible, apply a remedy to under- 
mine the causative factor. 


The personal service of a trained 
worker cannot be measured in dol- 


lars and cents, for that service is un- 
selfishly rendered in the removal of 
the causes of charity and for the 
re-establishment of the home. Fam- 
ily rehabilitation cannot be meas- 
ured by such standards and that 
should be constantly borne in mind. 
Immediate physical relief in the 
Siving of money, food and clothing 
is a small item compared with the 
value of the services of a trained 
worker who solves the problem and 
applies the remedy that makes of 
that individual or family a com- 
ety asset rather than a liabil- 
ty. 

I give one case that came under 
my own observation—a family of 


six, father, mother and four chil- 
dren. The father was a tubercular 
and almost totally incapacitated. 
The crucial hour came to that fam- 
ily and application for relief was 
made to the Associated Charities. Of 
course immediate relief was given 
to supply their actual needs. A vis- 
itor from the Charities suspected 
tuberculosis and reported the case 
to the Anti-Tuberculosis  associa- 
tion. A nurse made a visit and 
with her a member of the medical 
staff who confirmed the suspicion 
of the social worker by making a 
diagnosis of tuberculosis. Arrange- 
ments were made immediately and 
the father removed to a sanitarium 
for care and treatment. The moth- 


er and four children were in turn+ 


examined and such predisposing de- 
fects as adenoids, tonsils and bad 
teeth were removed. The mother’s 
vision was poor but she _ received 
proper attention while the children 
were placed in an institution. The 
workers found employment for the 
mother where her income was suf- 
ficient to care for herself and par- 
tially care for the children. 


Two years have elapsed and the 
father has an arrested tuberculosis, 


is at work again and his home re- 
established. Who dares’ estimate 
such services on a pecuniary basis? 

Every one familiar with social 
service work Knows of the many 
weaknesses of the systems now in 
vogue and fully appreciates. that 
overlapping occurs in many in- 
stances. Some plan should be 
worked out and the proper official 
machinery created, as your editorial 
suggests, and that at an early date. 
A great deal of lost motion would 
thereby be eliminated and finally a 
greater and better service would be 
rendered to a larger number at less 
cost to society. 


I hope that you will keep up your 


fight for more uniformity of action 
and greater centralized effort in 
social work.

England Now Siding With Italy 


BY FRANK H..SIMONDS 


And Opposing French Policies 


It is a circumstance worthy ofat, 


least passing note that at the pres- 
ent hour European affairs are be- 
ing directed by a new triple al- 
liance, cOmposed of Britain. France 
and Italy, which is in a sense the 
executor of the will of the Paris 
conference, become little more than 
amemory. Lloyd-George, Millerand 
and Nitti are now speaking in the 
names of that collective will which 
Was represented in the victorious 
— of nations of November, 
18, 


But it Is not less clear that the 
new triple alliance is itself di- 
vided. On most questions which 


have recently arisen the French 
and British have taken different 
stands and it has been left to the 
Italians to cast the decisive vote. 
Their vote, too, has been unfailing- 
ly against the French. Thus, in a 
sense, Great Britain is once more 
dominating European councils with 
the assistance of Italy. 

The explanation of the Italian 
maneuver is simple. Last year Italy 
began her campaign to obtain her 
Adriatic objectivas by giving Presi- 
dent Wilson his memorable recep- 
tion. His visit to Rome was one 
of the most amazing episodes in 
international history. But while it 
convinced the Italians that the 
president had been won as’ cham- 
pion of their claims, it satisfied 
the president that the Italian peo- 
ple were behind his fourteen points. 


WILSON OPPOSED 
ITALIAN CLAIMS. 
When, at Paris, Mr. 
rectly opposed Italian 
emphatically vetoed 
aspiration, Italian bitterness was 


without limit and the Italians 
turned to the French, offering to 
them Italian backing for French 
claims on the thine, provided 
France. would stand behind Italy 
in Adriatic matters. Clemenceau, 
who was not strongly sympathetic 
with Italy, repulsed this proposal 
rather brusquely with the result 
that Italian bitterness against the 
French was quite as great as 
against President Wilson. 

For the time being Italy had no 
remedy, for the British stood with 
the president also, and Italian re- 
sentment was directed equally 
against the three countries, Britain, 
France and the United States, with 
the keenest anger, perhaps, re- 
served for the French. 

In recent months, however, 
Italians have concentrated their 
efforts upon gaining British sup- 
port and the recent Fiume compro- 
mise accepted by Lloyd-George and 
Millerand, but rejected by President 
Wilson, was an obvious fruit of this 
policy. Meantime Italy has sup- 
ported _the British against the 
French in the matter of Poland, in 
the question of the restoration of 
Germany and in the dispute over 
Constantinople. 

At bottom the Franco-Italian dif- 
ference rests upon the clash of two 
clear policies. ‘The French desire 
to see the three new Slav states, Po- 
land, Czecho-Slovakia and _.Jugo- 
Slavia, strong, because they see in 
these States guarantees against 
new German expansion and certain 
allies in any new European com- 
bination. If Germany attacks 
France again a Polish allv will be 
of inestimable assistance. Moreover,

All three of 
these states are at odds with the 
new Jugo-Slav_ state, the Ruman- 
ians over the Banat, the Bulgars 
over Macedonia and the Hungarians 
over Croatia. The Hungarians, too, 
are at odds with the Czecho-Slo- 
vaks over Slovak regions south of 
the Carpathians, which have been 
assigned to the latter by the Paris 
confeernce. 


HOSTILE COALITIONS 
NOW IN MAKING. 

Two wholly hostile coalitions 
are thus in the making, while be- 
hind the present Italian policy lies 
an ultimate expectation of a new 
who will 


Slav states and be as interested in 
the extinction of Poland and 
Czcho-Slovakia, as the Italians are 
making impossible a strong Jugo- 
Slavia. ; 

As between the two schemes it 
would be a mistake to recognize 
Britain as accepting the Italian or 
totally rejecting the French. But 
the British have a policy of -heir 
which is not political, but 
economic. They believe it is essen- 
tial to world stability, as it would 
be obviously profitable for them, to 
get Germany on her feet eco- 
nomically again. But the French 
are unwilling to see Germany 
started on the road of prosperity 
before their own devastated indus- 
tries are restored. The British, 
moreover, are rather hostile to the 
Polish and dead against the French 
wish to erect a strong Poland at 
the risk of permanent German and 
Russian hostility. 


Thus the British have accepted 
Italian gupport against France and 


Italians have demanded and re- 
ceived measurable British support 
in the matter of Fiume, support 
which is expressed in the British 
acceptance of the note warning 
Jugo-Slavia that unless she yields, 
bowing to the will of Britain and 
France, expressed in the last com- 
promise, she will have to expect the 
application of the terms of the 
treaty of London. 


For the Germans, this temporary 
divergence of British and French 
policies is a thing of joy. For the 


Italians ‘there is a promize of profi: 
and a present revenge for French 
refusal to join them.last winier. 
For France the situation 1s diffi- 
cult and disappointing. But it mav 
be doubted if the British will sup- 
port Italian claims very far or ac- 
tuallv drift into an open break with 
the French.

Gothard tunnel, What the cost of 
the hydro-electric development will 
be is not stated, but the investment 
is so promising that it is expected 
it will appeal tg capital, both Swiss 
and American. 


There used to be a standard joke 
about the Swiss navy. Few persons 


appreciate that Switzerland, in the 
war period, not only had a merchant 
marine but a port. The mercantile 
marine was not big, consisting of a 
few chartered vessels on which the 
Swiss flag was raised, but the port 
was all right. It was Cette, which 
the French set aside for the use of 
Swiss commerce. 


Mr. Kent says Switzerland is des- 
tined to be the most important fi- 


nancial, commercial and distributive 
center of Europe. All the important 
continental transportation lines cen- 
ter there by the tunnels of the Alps. 
It is the axis of Europe. 

The food situation in the mountain 
republic has moderated somewhat. 
Bread cards no longer are necessa- 
ry in order to obtain bread, but 
prices still are very high. The Ger- 
mans aggravate the 
paying any price to obtain Swiss 
meats, Switzerland food animals 
are among the best in Europe. Fat 
hogs sold as high as $590 during the 
war. Mr. Kent paid $1.50 a pound 
for beefsteak. 


As to Switzerland’s attitude In 
the war, Mr. Kent said it was 
strictly neutral, although the sym- 
pathy of the 16 out of the 22 cantons 
that are German was strictly with 
Germany. These sympathizers hoped 
and expected Germany would win, 
and were greatly astonished when 
she was beaten. The people in the

five French cantons were wholly 
French in their feelings, and those 
of the one Italian canton were with 
the Italians. But all the Swiss were 
at all times Swiss. 


Except for the increase in the na- 
tional debt, owing to the mobiliza- 


tion of its army, together with losses 
in certain industries, due to inabilt- 
ty to get raw materials, the Swiss 
profited greatly by the war. 


America was a hig purchaser of 
Swiss products. So were France, 


England and Italy. There was an 
enormous demand for Swiss watches. 
Practically all the huts used by the 
r. ma Ch An the Red: Cross and 
other organizations in France were 
supplied by the Swiss. The milk 
and cream of Swiss cows went into 
chocolate for the soldiers. Swiss 
musical instruments were bought as 
never before. The number of wrist 
watches sold in the war period was 
astonishing. These purchases were 
so big that, with American imports 
cut off, the American dollar went 
to a pronounced discount. 


Mr. Kent has a high opinion of the 
Swiss, but he does not look upon 


the whole situation in Europe as 
other than gloomy. He says the 
United States is 200 years ahead of 
Europe in humanitarian and ethica) 
development, and in eastern Europe 
the populatién is disinclined to 
work, having been demoralized ana 
pauperized by events in the last five 
or six years, and this condition 
is aggravated by the !dea_ that 
America profited tremendously in 
the war, thatits wealthis boundless 
and that it will feed and clothe and 
support everybody. 


That remark of Mr. Kent that 
Switzerland imports metal by the 


ton and exports it by the ounce is 
something to pon@er oyer. Thy 
doesn’t America, mstead of export- 
ing tremedous quantities of raw or 
semi-raw material, get to the full- 
est degree the very great profit 
there is in the manufacuring line? 
From a pound of cotton the highly 
skilled workers of Various parts of 
Europe turn out articles that sell 
for from 20 to 60 times what was 
paid for the metal. England does 
not raise a pound of cotton ,but does 
a larger gross business in cotton 
goods than the United States. 
Highly skilled workmen are 
among the greatest assets of Switz- 
erland, says the consul general. 
America has some highly skilled 
workmen, but not one-tenth so many 
as it should have. America is 
famed for quantity production. It 
has a high reputation in some lines 
of industry for execllence of its 
products, but in many branches the 
Europeans rank much higher. 
America has much to gain by the 
object lesson of Switzeraud in the 
manufacturing field.

Expressing the hope that the 
supreme council “may soon sleep 
its last sleep,” Raymond Poin- 
care, former president of France, 
reveals heretofore unpublished 
details of the work of this body 
in the accompanying article.

Paris, March 12.—Those who have 
idea that the en- 
forcement of the peace treaty will 
bring ruin upon Germany have lime 
ited themselves, first, to represent- 
ing that in ordeér to permit a debtor 
nation to pay it is necessary not 
only to furnish means of supplying 
herself with food stuff and raw ma- 
terials, but to insure entire eco- 
nomic resurrection, then, by grad- 
ual evolution they began to main- 
tain that the treaty demands were 
crushing for Germany and that it 
was necessary to lighten the burden 
in the interest of the creditors 

themselves. 

Immediately the entire literature 
began to, flourish on the subject, 
principally among our Anglo-Saxon 
friends. Revision of the treaty be- 
eame the favorite theme of some 
journals. 

Political men of first rank who on 
several occasions had given France 
proof of their friendship, such as 
Herbert Asquith, proclaimed that it 
seemed impossible not to revise the 
treaty. 

In short, even before the debt due 
the allies, and most important, due 
France, had been fixed, it was sought 
to prove necessary to reduce it, or 
as Lord Robert Cecil asked, that it 
be fixed forthwith without question 
of valuation and the sum (fixed 
should be based far more in pro- 
portion to the pretended possibili- 
ties of Germany than on considera- 
tion of the damages noted. 

It is true that it is not sensible 
for a creditor to wish for the ex- 
haustion of a debtor, who must 
free himself by degrees, nor is there 
a sane man inhuman enough to 
wish to condemn a nation to misery. 
Nevertheless, it will be more just, 
before weeping over the fate of 
Germany, to have some regard for 
our devastated regions. 

Saffering in France. 

In that part of Germany over 
which the worry is greatest the 
suffering has been less than in the 
Jeast affected of our departments 

the north and east. The allies 
cannot forget these unhappy coun- 


tries were the immense battlefields 
upon which rested not only the des- 
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tinies of France but those of Amer- 
ica and Great Britain. When, after 
several years, the inhabitants re- 
turned amidst the ruins, they found 
their houses had vanished.

Question of Constantinople. 

Additional authority is thus given 
Premier Millerand which will be 
valuable in the accomplishment of 
the formidable task he hds cour- 
ageously assumed.

memorandum in which he set forth 
the reason for which the. allies 
should, according to him, maintain 
the sultan in Constantinople, simul- 
taneously assuring by international 


'entente the complete liberty of the 


straits. Upon the last journey made 
by M. Clemenceau to London, he at 
first maintained with brilliant abil- 
ity the same opinion, but found 
himself at that time before Lloyd- 
George who, at that moment, 
seemed, on the contrary, to he cap- 
tivated by the project of expulsion. 
Clemenceau came around to. the 
opinion of this ardent and subtle op- 
ponent and left in London, for the 
purpose of putting this accord into 
effect, one of the most eminent of- 
ficials of the Quai d’Orsey who has 
never dissimulated his invincible 
hostility as to the maintenance of 
the Turks in Europe. 

A few days having passed after 
Clemenceau's return to Paris, he 
became convinced of the grave com- 
plications that might ensue in Asia 
Minor and the friction which might 
be produced between the allies if 
the sultan was allowed to cross the 
Sea of Marmora. He then returned 
to London and renewed with vigor 
Pichon's conclusions and _ held to 
those conclusions firmly. When this 
had happened, Lloyd-George was 
shaken from his observations by 
some of his ministers and by Hin- 
doo protestations and renounced, 
himself, the first plan. When Lloyd- 
George replied before the house of 
commons to Sir Donald Maclean, he 
found the most brilliant arguments 
co sustain the opinion which Clem- 
enceau had at first defended against 
his attacks, and for which Clemen- 
ceau had later been tempted _ to 
make a gallant sacrifice. Unfortu- 
nately, the Turks, who have eyes 
and ears, became acquainted with 
these conversations. They had dis- 
couraged those amongst them who 
desired .reproachment with the al- 
lies, particularly France, and con- 
trarily given new force to our ad- 
versaries whose intrigues were thus 
nourished. There were similar fluc- 
tuations in connection with Arme- 
nia, Cilicia and Syria, but it is not 
to men that we must attribute these 
incoherences. They are the inev- 
itable consequences of the practices 
that have been followed. 

Attacks Supreme Council. 


The supreme council has been 
comprised of the greatest statemen 
of Europe and America, but meet- 
ing each other day after day in ab- 
sorbing collaboration, these heads 
of governments were destined to 
lose, day by day, contact with their

| Outlook Is Bright 


For Stock Market 
Says Clews & Co. 


The weekly financial review of 
Henry Clews & Co., of New York, 
bankers, in part, says: 

“Very decisive advances, both in 
industrials and rails, have been the 
characteristics of the week's mar- 
ket. The upward movement started 
immediately after the announce- 
ment of the decisions of the su- 
preme court on Monday last and has 
continued with but little interrup- 
tion until the present time. Paral- 
leled as the movement has been by 
easier money and better conditions 
in exchange it foreshadows a very 
hopeful prospect. 

“Quotations for most stocks are 
still comparatively low. This is par- 
ticularly true of the rails and of the 
coppers, which represent an impor- 
tant part of the listings. The steel, 
stock dividend and rail appraisal 
decisions by the highest court in 
the land remove the uncertainty re- 
garding these important matters,, 
which has been hanging over the 

market for such a long period. As 
pointed out heretofore, of the three 
decisions the most far-reaching Is 
that appertaining to the railroads, 
as replacement values of today will 
materially swell the assets of the 
companies on which 5% or 6 per 
cent will be allowed.

Relatives May Pick 
Cemetery for Boys 
Who Fell in France 


(By Censtitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, March 15.—Relatives 
of American soldiers who fell 
France who wish the bodies of the 
men to remain in France may have 
them interred either in an American 
or a French cemetery, according to 
announcement made today by the 
raves registration section of the 
war department. 

It is the intention of the depart- 
ment to disinter the bodies of men 
who are buried in isolated or small 
cemeteries and concentrate them al] 
in more central locations. If rela- 
tives wish to have the body removed 
to an American cemetery the entire 
expense will be born by the Amer- 
ican government. Those who wish 
to make use of French cemeteries, 
however, must bear the expense of 
obtaining perpetual possession of 
the burial plot and provide for the 
maintenance of the grave. The 
United States government will pay 
for the disinterment and transpor- 
tation from the original place of 
burial to the French cemetery. It 
was stated that this policy would 
not -interfere in any way with the 
previously announced intention to 
bring back the bodies of all those 
desired by next of kin in the United 
States.
